It is quite evident now that oil i's to 


be extensively used as fuel for ocean 
steamships. 
The United States Gov- 


ernment is conducting- a. series of ex- 
periments with a view to using it 011 
warships. Its'economy and availability 
have passed beyond the domain 
of 


doubt, but there is a question about the 
safety of conveying large quantities of 
such inflammable and combustible ma- 
terial on board of fighting ships. It is 
stated, however, that the oil can be 
stored so far below the water lliie.as 
to 
practically 
remove 
all 
danger. 


There are many points in favor oC its 
use. 
It nearly doubles the steaming 


radius of ships and lessens the cost 
by forty per cent; 
it abolishes the 


horrors of the stoke-hole under forced 
draught, and obviates the difficulty ot i 
coaling at sea. This -was one of the 
troubles during the Spanish war. Tank I 
steamers and pumps and flexible pipes ' 
make it easy to stock -warships with | 
fuel at sea. Navy officials are in favor 
of using oil, but the coal interests are 
naturally fighting against the proposed 
change. 
However, the Government's 


investigations have proceeded to the 
extent of temporarily suspending ne- 
gotiations for the acquirement of coal- 
ing stations. The use of oil may make 
them, unnecessary. 


A recent trial with the Oceanic Com- 


pany's liner Mariposa 
has 
demon- 


strated the extraordinary superiority of 
oil over coal as a steamship fuel. T1ie 
engines developed one knot 
higher 


speed than could ever be developed 
with coal. 
Added to the saving in 


cost and stowage capacity, was super- 
ior cleanliness and efficiency in hand- 
ling. The fireroom was relieved of its 
horrors. The result of this trial seems 
to presage the use of oil on all the 
Oceanic Company's steamers, and the 
example will probably be followed by 
other lines. This will involve a great 
enlargement of the market for fuel oil, 
of which California is such a large pro- 
ducer.

the missing:. They are foreigners. Mine 
Superintendent 
George T. 
Robinson 


says it is probable the men are lost in 
some pocket of the mine where they 
went to escape fire damp, and when 
escape -was cut off, were caught by it. 


The party of rescuers which' com- 


pleted the exploration of, the mine, 
went in at 7 o'clock last evening and 
came out at six o'clock today. In the 
crowd were .Dr. George Hay, Dr. F. B. 
Stoller an'd Dr. W. N. Pringle. , Dr. 
Hay said the headings both to the right 
and left of the main Klondike heading- 
were practically 
free from foul air 


when they went in. Nothing impeded 
the progress of the searchers. The long 
search was renewed when they reached 
No. B right heading-. Far back in the 
heading- the searchers came across the 
blackened and charred bodies of fif- 
teen men. 
This discovery was made 


shortly after midnight. 


Mine Superintendent Robinson today 


said there has not been the slightest 
danger from explosion sinee the orlg-- 
inal and only one on Thursday. The 
mine, he admitted, especially- the sec- 
tion known as Klondike always con- 
tained gas. It did not exist in danger- 
ous Quantities, he said, and to cause an 
explosion some one must have vio- 
lated the rules as to the lights. Every 
precautlon was taken to guard against 
accident. 
Superintendent 
Robinson 


commends the Johnstown doctors for 
their bravery that saved the lives of a 
dozen or more men. 


"When we made our first dash Into the 


mine," he said, "we were taking our lives 
in our hands, as none knew what wa-s 
beyond our course. The do-ctors came on 
and followed our lead without the slight- 
est tremor.
